EDITORIAL COMMENT 


Aftermath 


There never is, never has been, or never will be, an effect 
created without a tangible cause. If the current is traced far 
enough, eventually the source will be found. But, as in the case 
of a stream, it might be difficult to point out any only source 
and, with complete assurance label it the only cause. 

Such is the case of the student store project, the petition 


for which was recently withdrawn by the committee behind the 
movement. 


That the students of this institution are in favor of a stu- 
dent store on the campus is evidenced by the fact that in less 
than four hours, over 450 names were secured on petitions, 
stating.that they wanted a store here. Evidently there must 
have been some reasons. 


When we investigate, we find that among these reasons, 
there is a matter of convenience, a source of income, a possible 
saving to the students, a laboratory for salesmanship classes, 
and the fact that some of the merchants are not supporting our 
newspapers as they should. We don’t say that a student store 
would have been our salvation, but we do say that it would have 
put us in a josition where it would have been entirely up to us, 
our own efforts, whether or not we stayed on top.. 

Among the reasons advanced by the merchants, on why 
we should not have a student store on the campus, we find they 
claim that there is an agreement existing between the mer- 
chants and the high school and the junior college that the latter 
will not negotiate for a student store on the campus. In return, 

‘the merchants are to support, through advertising the school 
papers. 

On investigating further, principally from a lengthy epistle 
presented by the merchants at the board of education meeting, 
we find that they also claim that it is unethical to operate a stu- 
dent store. In a certain sense that claim is perfectly justifiable. 

We can see where it could be classed as unethical to oper- 
ate in competion with merchants who are forced to pay over- 
head in their places of business and yet contribute to the sup- 


port of our newspapers. But we cannot see where it could be: 


classed as unethical to operate a store in competition with those 
merchants who make a great deal of their living from us and 
yet who do not help to support our institions. 

They say it is not business ethics to operate a store in com- 
petition with them. 

Granting that they are right, is it business ethics to make 
an agreement and fail to keep it? _ 

Since, according to their own admission, such an agree- 
ment was made; and according to our records, the agreement 
was not kept, we were, therefore, acting perfectly within our 
right to try to get permission to start a student store. 

In view of these findings, perhaps the students, after all, 
have a side to their case to present. 

To those merchants who have stayed with us and helped 
us along, we wish to tender our sincerest thanks and apprecia 
tion. To those others, perhaps the gentleman in charge, who 
looks after the interests of the merchants and sees to it that 
they are protected, would do well to see to it that his charges 
live up to their end of their agreement also.

Dear Sir: 

Referring to the editorial appear- 
ing in the March 8 issue of “El Don’’, 
may I in a purely friendly . present 
our case to clear up, what seems to 
me, to be a gross misunderstanding of 
the aims and purposes of a college 
yearbook. 

You judge us on our advertising in 
our local paper. Every semester we 


have 1700 new students entering our 
school who are not “L.A.J.C.-minded” 
We used this ad. as a means of ac- 
quainting them with our book and 
getting them to purchase copies. The 
publicity manager intentionally over- 
emphasized; that is was the means of 
bringing about a misunderstanding is 
a regretable incident. 

We do not publish a yearbook in 
competition with other schools. We 
are in a particularly fortunate _ posi- 
tion, along with Pasadena Junior Col- 
lege, in having a large enrollment. 
This ensures large student funds and 
porportionately more for the “Junior 
Campus’. Our aim and purpose is to
